A GERMAN CONTROVERSY OVER 
SPIRITUALISM. . 


Henry Slade, the medium, has suc- 
ceeded in convincing a considerable 
number of scientists in Germany that 
the so-ealled spiritual manifestations 
produced by him are genuine, that is, 
that they are actual phenomena, and 
not illusions of the senses. Mach ex- 
citement has been produced io 
that country bythe fact that such 
distinguished men as Professors Fitche 
and Ulrici have proclaimed their ac- 
ceptance of spiritualism.Prof.UIrici re 
cently contributed an article to one of 
the leading German periodicals, ip 
which he reviews the “manifestations” 
produced by Slade, concluding that 
they were caused by disembodied 
spirits. His article has called out o 
reply from Prof. Wundt, one of the 
most eminent of German thinkels. 
This reply is republished in a late 
number of the Popular Science Monthly, 
and we shall attempt to sketch the 
outlines of the argument. 

Prof. Wundt believes that spiritual- 
ism and natural science stand directiy 
oppused to each other. He points out 
that while all the methods of natura) 
science rest upon the pre-supposition 
ofan unchangeable order of occur- 
rence, the most conspicuous character- 
istic of spiritualistic phenomena lies 
precisely in the fact that in their pres- 
ence the laws of nature seem to be ab- 
rogated. The canceling of the law of 
gravitation is necessary to many of 
the apiritualistic phenomena. The emi- 
nent Professor believes that the sci- 
entists who have given io their adher- 
ence to spiritualism have taken it for 
granted that the appearances they be- 
held at the seances of Mr. Slade were 
real, and not the tricks of jugglery. 
They gave testimony to the woaderfui 
influence exerted by the “medium” 
over a magoetic needle, but they did 
not search the medium’s sleeve for a 
magoet. Prof. Wandt goes un to say 
that Dr. Christiani, of Berlin, has,suc- 
cessfully imitated many of the Slade 
experiments. The Dr., however, de- 
clares his own exhibition to be mere 
feats of jugg'ery. The Dr. is unable 
to perform all of Slade’s experiments, 
but then he is only an amateur. 

Prof. Wundt himself attended a se- 
ance given by Mr. Slade, and says of 
the experiments which he saw, that 
they will not fail tu produce upon 
every unprejudiced reader, who has 
ever seen skillful prestidigitateurs, 
the impression ot well-managed feats 
of jugglery. The following is an ex- 
tract from the Professor's account of 
his own sitting: 


There were present at the Seance 
besides myself, two uf my colleagues. 
We sat with Mr. Slade around a «quare 
card table, one person on each side 
vur hands laid over each other upon 
the table. Several writings were pro 
duced, in the manner often described,

to be necessary to mike excu<es for 
proceediogs of a somewhat bru.al na 
ture, in case of becoming guilty of 
such—as, for instance, the destruction 
of a bed-screen, with a politeness 
which, in a ghost, is certainly deserv- 
ing of acknowledgment. This harm- 
lessnesa, therefore gives us a right to 
expect something good of their other 
meral qualities, concerning which 
nothing particular is known.” 


The learned Professor disclaims any 
intention of making fun of spiritual - 
ism.” He deplores any beliet in it, 
because of its ruinous effect upon true 
scieotific ressarch. ‘ Whence,” he 
asks, is the scientific investigator to 
get courage aed perseverance for his 
work, if the laws of nature, according 
to tue prospect which you open, are 
approaching a point where they will 
be done away with? And who will 
still be inclined to occupy himself 
with scientific problems, when he is 
allared by the hope of obtaining en 
answer to the deepest end highest 
questions by means of spiritualistic 
appearances? Itis true that the dis- 
closures already won ia this way are 
good for nothing. But bow were it 
possible for individuals and societies 
to spend their time in these idle oecu- 
pations, if they did not hope for bet- 
ter results? A mournful intellectual 
desolation would be the necessary con- 
sequence.” 

Prof, Alden, of the New York 
Times, recently devoted a column to 
that peculiar characteristic of the dis. 
embudied spirit which4eads it to play 
the accordeon for the entertainment 
of the sitters at a seance. It is well 
known that the accordeon is generally 
hated and despised by intellectual men 
before death. Yet the spirit of Daniel 
Webster even, drawn from the land of 
shadows by the attractive power of a 
“medium,” has been cnowa to mater- 
ialize itself to the extent of reaching 
for the accordeoa and playing “The 
Sweet Bye-aad-Bye,”or* Johu Brown's 
Body!’ This posthumous fondness 
for the accordeon, manifested by the 
spirits of the dead, is something that 
the German scientists should endeavor 
to explain. :

forward to the fair week as the 
great holiday of the year. There are 
many Other advaatages which miyht 
be named as attending the aonual 
fairs, but noone needs to be convinced 
that they are a great benefit to the 
place. 

Were it not for, the great burden of 
the iaterest on its debt, the Society 
would now be self-supporting. Al- 
though the last fair waa but thinly at- 
tended, the receipts exceeded by $50 
the total outlay. 

This is what is proposed as the only 
practicable means of securing a con- 
tinuance of the annual fairs and races 
which are such a source of pleasnre 
and profit to our people: The County 
is to buy up ali the liabilities of thr 
Society, amounting to about $28,000; 
payiog therefur not over 616,000 in 
bonds bearing a fair rate of interest. 
In consideration of this asumption ot 
the Society's liabilities by the County, 
the Society turns over all its assets to 
the County. These assets are worth 
$18,000, and give, therefore, abundant 
value for the bends. The Socisty will 
still temain in existence, and will ren! 
the fair grounds, pavilion, ete., from 
the county, paying a fair rental, at 
least equivalent to the interest on the 
bonds. Thus the Society would be en- 
abled to continue its anoual fairs, 
taking a fresh start free of all encum- 
brances; and the County would have 
secured this most desirable result 
without the experditure.of a dollar, 
and without pledging its credit for a 
dollar for which it had not received 
actual value io real estate. 

Let the e siga the petitions, 
and let them be circulated and pre- 
sented to the Leyislatore as rapidly as 
possible. There is no time to lose. 
The Legislature will be in session only 
three weeks longer, and the Ccuoty 
cannot issue bonds without its sanc- 
tion,
